PASTURES BENFEFITED 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, April 106.—A 
material recovery in the condition 
of pasturage in the State and in 
the condition of both cattle and 
sheep, due to recent rains,~was in- 
dicated in the monthly pasture re- 
port made public today by FE. E. 
Kaufman, Federal agricultural 
statistician, co-operating with the 
‘State Department of Agriculture. 
_ The report said: 


“The extreme drought existing 
in all parts of the State during 
March has been broken by a gen- 
erous downpour the first few days 
in April. The rainfall, according 
to weather bureau reports. has 
varied from one-half of an inch 
to two or more inches in different 
sections of the State. The benefit 
to pastures can hardly be meas- 
ured in dollars and cents but un- 
questionably wae of the wutmoat 
importance to stockmen, except in 
a few scattered localities where 
ig grase had matured premature- 
y. 

“The report on the condition of 
pastures by counties was made as 
of the first night before any rain 
had fallen and should be interpret- 
ed as relating to conditions at that 
time. An improvement can be ex- 
pected in all sections, depend 
to some extent upon the amount of 
rain falling and climatic conditions 

mediately following. For the 
tate as a whole, the condition of 
pasture is placed at about 70 per 
cent of a normal as compared with 
94 on March 1, and 80 on April 
1, 1922. 

“The heavy setback to pastures 
on account of drought has caused 
some decline in the condition of 


normal flesh and healthfulness of) 


both cattle and sheep, but on ac- 
count of the early feed conditions 
being so good the decline was not 
so rapid as noted for pastures. 
The condition of cattle on April } 
wae placed at 88 per cent of a 


lnormal and sheep at 90 per cent 


of a normal, as compared with $3 
for cattle and 94 for sheep on 
March 1.”

IN WORLD COURT 

End Quarrels Without War, 

Fredericks Urges 

Able to Protect Ourselves, 
He Tells Club 

Wishes Government to Build 


The <4ipited States must turn to 
an international peace tribunal if 
it is to settle ita foreign problems 
without resorting to war, Capt. 
Jotin D. Fredericks, candidate for 
Congress in the Tenth Congres- 
sional District, declared last night 
in an address before the members 
of the Men's Community Club of 
the University Methodist Church. 

“It is idle to think that we can 
become embroiled in the wars of 
the old worl@ because we take our 
place in a worid court,” he said. 

He pointed out that an Interna- 
tional Court of Arbitration settles 
quarrels amofig business men of 
the several nations, and that the 
United States is daily rubb el- 
bows with the other nations of the 
world in its social and economic 
relations. 

Capt. Fredericks minimized the 
danger which critics of an inter- 
national court think exists by say- 
ing the United States is now strong 
enough to protect itself against 

n and intrigue. 

“We have passed through a pe- 
riod of war “-where the entire re- 
sources of the nation were quickly 
and whole-heartedly thrown into 
the breach, and yet we are not un- 
mindful of the fact that there 's 
@ saner, better way of in- 
ternational disputes,” 

MUST BE PREPARED 

“We must not forget that fully 
85 per cent of our national taxa- 
tien goes to pay for wars, past, 
present and future. There can be 
no letting down the bars of pre- 
paredness, for as long as the pres- 
ent system obtains we must be in 
& position to defond ourselves. This 


‘lis not a plea against preparedness, 


for only a small part of the 85 per 
cent in tax money spent on waré 
goes for the maintenance of our 
military and naval forces during 


peace times. 

How idle it is to say we, are 
afraid to go into an international 
court for fear of entangling al- 
liances or the possibility of being 
tricked in the game of interng- 
tional politics. As a matter of 
fact we are not holding aloof. We 
are mingling with the nations of 
the world every day through our 

erce. We are dealing in the 

of the world, with the tariff 
the only restriction. In our com- 
mercial, social. and financial af- 
faire we are just as much a part 
of the world as any other nation. 

“We have an __ International 
Court of Arbitration to settie dis-

soldier and few of the States elect- 
ed governors who were not vet- 
erans of the Civil War.”

DEAR Followers: 

Here is a very h letter 
from one of our mothers. After 
you read it, won't you write me 
immediately if you have discovered 
some way of interesting your chil- 
dren in eating the fodds they need? 
I really believe that Af children 
are not allowed to refuse f 
they need, right from the start of! 
eating solid foods, there would be 
no problem of this kind. However, 
the problem does exist, I know that 
from your letters. That is why 
1 am going to give you this letter: 

“Dear Doctor: 

“I know from experience that 
your correspondent whose child 
has not learned to eat vegetables 
has a difficult task before her. 
Having had two children who were 
dificult to teach to eat certain 
articles of food, I venture to offer 
a few suggestions in the hope that 
they ‘may be helpful. 

“I do not believe that faulty 
discipline is always to blame when 
children display a distaste for some 
foods. In the same family, under 
Ahe same discipline, some children 
will eat anything willingly, while 
others at a very early age will 
display a dislike for one or more 
foods of the every-day dietary. 
To overcome this difficulty the 
mother will have to exert unlimited 
patience and ingenuity. She will 
have to make herself a play-actor, 
and even a playwright, for if the 
child does not eat the food will- 
ingly it might better not be eaten 
at all No, this isn’t right, 
We've got to make ‘em 
eat some things willingly or no. 
Otherwise some of- them would 
starve for some of the needful 
elements... L. H. P.) 

“To begin with, a child loves 
small things, as small dishes,.small 
spoons.

Reports Are Received From

| Motor busses, in competition with 
street railway servicc, have been 
tried and found wanting in many 
to a report 
made last nigent by the Trafiic Bet- 
terment Association ef Los Angeles. 
This report was iesved foilowing 
communication with civic and 
transportation authoertties in ciffer- 
ent parts of the in whien 
the local organization asked fer 
definite data ow the sulriuct. 

In addition, offictass of the In- 
vestment Bankere Association of 
America were asked tu give their 
views onthe subject. Is nearly 


the busses were a detriment te the 
rapid movement of transportation 
in cities with 140,000 or more 
population, and that their field of 
usefulness was confined exclusively 
to the suburban and interurban 
field. 

Replies were received from Des 
Moines. Iowa, and were signed by 
M. Garyer, Mayor, and Alexan- 
der Fitzhugh, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce. John A. 
Prescott, president of the Invest- 
ment Bankers’ Association, made 
his report from Kansas City, and 
Henry R. Hayes, chairman of the 
public service securities committee 


from New York. The Public Serv- 
ice Commission of Maryland told 
of conditions in Baltimore; Thomas 
N. McCarter reported from New- 


| ing outlined the results of bus lfmes 
in competition with street railways 
in Spokane, Wash. 


CARS SLOWED UP 

According to Secretary Fitzhugh 
of the Des Moines Chamber of 
Commerce, motor-bus competition 
is decidedly detrimental to trans- 
portation when run on the same 
streets wi cars. 

“The cars were slowed up 10 per 

cent, by reason of busses stopping 
}alongside them on crowded streets 
to take on and let off passengers," 
he asserted. “Our experience with 
| bus service was that nelther form 
of transportation was fully efficient 
when they were in competition, 
and both car company and busses 
lost money while they were in 
competition.” 
* Des Moines tried the experiment 
of motor busses for seventeen 
months, says Mayor Garver. Then 
he matter was put to a vote of 
the -people, and the busses wére 
eliminated by a majority of 2 to 1. 
The Des Moines official says that 
traffic experts in his city look on 
the busses as dangerous, as well 
as unsatisfactory. 

In Maryland, the State Public 

fused 


to allow busses to run over the 
same Baltimore streets as the 
trolley lines, save in one instance. 
The interurban lines are forced to 
cohnect with the street railways 
jat the outskirts of the city, and 
the street railway companies have 
been forced to increase their serv- 
ice in every instance where a 
check has shown the necessity. 
| -ABANDONED AT SPOKANE 
Motor-bus service in Spokane 
was eliminated by a vote of the 
people, after a dispute with the 
existing traction lines had been 
satisfactorily settled, according to 
Mayor Fleming. The executive as- 
serts that bus service on the same 
streets with trolley cars is wn- 
questionably detrimental. 
John A. Prescott of the Invest- 
ment Bankers’ Association, declares 
that the civic organizations of 
Kansas City have studied careful- 
ly the transportation problem, -and 
as a result busses are not allowed 
on streets occupied by car lines, 
and on all other streeta: their 
operation must be ‘agreed to by 
a majority of the: property owners 
and residents, Thus far, this 
necessary consent has been denied 
in every instance where jit was 
sought. Mr. Prescott also de- 
clares that competition between 
the two classes of service is an 
economic waste, as it divides the 
revenue, which would permit of 
operations by. one or the 
other, 


MORE TES EXPECTED 

Henry Hayes asserts that a 
study of transportation has been 
made by the Investment Bankers’ 
Association, and cites the expe- 
riences of Des Moines, Saginaw, 
Mich.; Bridgeport, Ct., and other 
places in stating that the busses 
never can take the place of street 
cars in thickly populated centers. 

“We are expecting replies from 
seveyal other cities which have 
had experience to guide them re- 
garding the merits or demerits of 
the bus lines, in competition with 
Street cars,” eaid Willl4am 
Warmington, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Traffic 
Betterment Association, last night. 

“All the reports received. thus 
far indicate that the bus lines are 
of small beneficial service, but on 
the other hand make transporta- 
tion problems more difficult of so- 
lution. It is generally admitted 
that the busses are good for ‘feed- 
ers’ and in outlying districts, but 


cannot beneficially extend their 
scope of activity to crowded 
—e where car lines already 
exist."’

Mrs. Lillian Bross, on trial in 
Judge Shenk's division of the Su- 
perior Court for the murder of her 
husband, George Bross, broke 
down completely at the conclusion 
of yesterday's testimony. Bhe 
fainted in the corridur as she was 
being led from the cougtroom. 
back to thé court- 
room, where she was revived. 
Four witnesses testified during 
the day. The first was A. B. 
Francis. He said he was attracted 
io the scene of the murder by 
the sound of two shots. Ag he ap- 
proached the car in which the 
killing occurred he said he heard 
the thud of a body. 
In the . machine, he said, he 
found Mrs. Bross leaning over ‘the 
body of her husband. Bross was 
conscious, the witness stated, and 
asked to be taken to a hospital, 
but his wife grasped him by his 


“Open your eyes and tell these 
men you have been married three 
times, and that you have done ine 
wrong.’ 

John McAllister testified to the 
same effect. and said that he aiso 
had been attracted by the shots. 
Patrolman Parsons related how 
he had arrested Mrs. Bross. and 
Lieutenant of Detectives Holowell 
testified that she had told him her 
husband had beaten her and at- 
tempted to kill her. 

When the last officer began his 
testimony Mrs. Bross began to cry 
hysterically, although she bad re- 
mained quiet up to this time. 
At the conclusion of his testimony 
she walked out of the courtroom 
into the corridor, where she fel] to 
floor. 
The killing occurred at Los An- 
geles Harbor on Sept. 15, 1922. At 
her preliminary hearing Mrs. 
Bross said that her husband had 
attempted to choke her while she 
was in the car, and on another 
occasion threw her over a cliff at 
Point Firmin, her life being saved 
when she fell on a ledge.
